PICTURESQUE SETTING. 
The s h was delivered in a grove 
on the battlefield where John Brown 
fought the Missowri raiders August 3, 
1856. The setting was picturesque. 
Thousands of people had gathered for 
the dedication of the battlefield as a 
State park today. Col. Roosevelt stood 
on a table which was placed on the 
platform and towered high above the 
dense throng which surged about htm 
on every side. The cto was so great 
that only- a small part of the -people 
could hear what was being said, but 
they al) cheered. 
The cheering was so 
that Col. Roosevelt Was [nterrupted 
constantly, and had to hold up his 
hand in protest time after time. ~ 

The crowd caught up every phrase

potentate or ruler, in the world today.” 

As the Colonel clifmbed on the table 
to speak there was a demonstration 
which lasted several minutes, His 
speoch was a follows:

The 
name of John Brown will be forever 
associated with this second period of 
the nation’s history; ang Kansas was 
the theater upon which the firat act 
of the second of our great national 
life dramas was played.

VOCAL COMPETITION. 
The véendorm,of wares did not 4:- 
crease their shouts while the colonel 
was speaking, and he had to compete 
for a hearing with the whistle of ‘the 
merry-go-round, the “squawkers,”’ 
which the children had, and the strid- 
ent volees ef the Kansas orators who 
were urging the people to buy peanuts, 
popcorn, “‘hot deg,” pink lemonade ani 
potato peelers. 

Raising his voice té a high pitch, 
and speaking slowly, the colonel 
thundered his message from his place 
above the heads of the people, and 
they thundered back applause. 

Even -the demonstrations which 
greeted Col. Roosevelt at Denver and 
Cheyenne, earlier tn his present trip 
were eclipsed by that of today. The: 
countryside was stripped of its inhabi- 
tants for miles around, and the farm- 
ers drove over the muddy roads or 
rode in on their mules to see the fun 
and hear the colonel. Special trains 
came bearing other crowds. One such 
train came all the way from Coffey- 
ville, more than 200 miles avaw. | 

“This is the Liggest day that Kan- 
eas ever knew,” said Gov. Stubba, aft- 
er the colonel had finished his speech. 

“It was the greatest speech Col.’ 
Roosevelt ever made in his life,” he 
added. 
Gifford Pinchot, former Chief For- 
ester, made a speeth after Col. Roose- 
veit had finished, | 

“This is one of the biggest moments 
in the -history of the Uvilted States,” 
he said. “We must dfive the special 
interests out of politics,” said James 
R. Garfield, former Secretary of the 
Interior, Who made a speech after Mr. 
Pinchot. 

WARM INTRODUCTION. 

In addition to Gov. Stubbs, Mr. Pin- 
chot and Mr. Garfield, ail known as in- 
surgents, Representative Maddison and 
Senator Lristow and Wiiliam Alien 
White. three more insurgents, were on 
the same platform, 

Gov. Stubbs introduced Cok Roose- 
vyelt. His speech was a warn indorse- 
ment of Rooseveit and Rooséveltism.

“For centuries and ages men have 
dreamed of government that would re- 
gtrain the strong and protect the 
rights of the weak.

ways bé to take from some oné man 
or clifiss of mén the right*to enjoy 
power, or wealth, or positie> or im- 
munity, which has not earned 
by service to his or their fellows. 

At many stages in the advance of 
humanity this conflict between the men 
who possess more than they have 
earned and the men who have earned 
more than they possees is the central 
condition of progress, In our day it 
appears as the struggle of free men 
to gain and hold the right of self- 
government as against the special in- 
terests, who twist the methods of free 
gevernment into machinery for de- 
feating the popular will, At every 
stage and under all circumstances the 
essence of the struggle is to equalize 
opportunity, destroy privilege, and 
give to the life and citizenship of 
every individual the hi t possible 
value both to himself and to the com- 
monwealth. 

Practical equality of opportunity for 
all citizens, wken we achieve it, will 
have two great results. First, every 
man will have a fair chance to make 
of ‘himself all that in him lies, te 
reach the highest point to which his 
capacities, unassisted by special privi- 
lege ef his own and unhampered by 
the special privileges of others, can 
carry him, and to @et for himself and 
ris family.substantially what he has 
earned. Second, equality of opportu- 
nity means that the commonwealth 
will get from every citizen the 
highest serVice of which he is capable. 
No man who carries the burden of spe- 
cial privileges of another can give to 
the commonwealth that service to 
which it is fairly entitled. 

I stand -for the square deal. But 
when I say that I am for the square 
deal I mean not merely that I stand 
for fair play under the present rules 
of the game, but that I stand for hav- 
ing those rules changed so as to work 
for a more substantial tng of op- 
portunity, and of reward for equally 
good service. 

MUST BE FREED. 

This means that our governments, 
national and State, must be freed 
from the sinister influence or cofitro! 
of special interests, Exactly as the 
special interests of cotton ana slavery 
threatened our political integrity be- 
for the Civil War, so now the great 
special business interests too often 
control ahd corrupt the men and 
ihethods of government for their own 
profit. We must drive the special in- 
terests out of politics. That is one of

The Constitution guar- 
antees protection to preperty, and we 
must make that promise goed. But 
it does not give the right of suffrage 
to any corporation, 

The true friend ‘of property, the true 
cehservativée, is he who insists that 
property shall be the servant and not 
the nraster of the commonwealth; who 
insists that the creature of. man’s nrmak- 
bing shall be the servant and not the 
master of the man who made it. The 
citizens of the United States must ef- 
fectively control the mighty commer- 
cial forces which they have themselves 
ealled into being. 

There can be no effective contro! of 
corporations while their political ac- 
tivity remains. To put an end to it 
will be neither short nor an easy 
task, but it can done. 

We must have coniplete and effect- 
ive publicity of corporate affairs, so 
that the people may know beyond pér- 
adventure whether the corporations 
Ghey the law and.whether their man- 
agement entities them to the confidence 
of the public. Jt is necessary that laws 
‘should be passed to prohibit the use of 
corporate funds directly or indirectly 
for political purposes; it is still more 
hecessary that such laws should be 
thoroughly enforced. Cofporate expen. 
ditures for political purposes, and espe- 
clally such expenditures by pubtic 
eervice corporations, have supplied one 
of the principal sources of corruption 
in our political affairs. 

It hes become entirely clear that we 
must have government su ion of 
the capitalizati6n not only Of public 
service corporations including particu- 
larly railways, but of all corporations 
doing an interstate business, I do not

PUBLIC COMPENSATION. 

We have come to\ recognise that 
franchises should never be granted ex- 
cept for a limited time, and never with- 
out proper provision for compensation 
to the public. It is my personal belief 
that the same kind and degree of con- 
trol and supervision which should be 
exercised oyer public service corpora- 
tions should be extéfded also to com- 
binations which control necessaries of 
life, such as meat, of! and coal, ofr 
which dealin them on an important 
scale 


I believe that the officers, and espe- 
clally the directors, of corporations 
should be held personally responsible 
when any corporation breaks the law. 

Combinations in industry are the re- 
sult of an imperative economic lw 
which cannot be repealed by political 
legislation. The effort at prohibiting 
all combination has substantially 
failed. The way out lies not in at- 
tempting to prevent such combinations, 
but in compietely controlling them in 
the interest of the public welfare. For 
that pUrpose the Federai Bureau of 
Corporations is am agency of the* first 
importance. Its power and therefore 
its efficiency, as well as that of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Should be largely increased. We have 
a right to expect from the Bureau of 
Corporations: and from the Interstate 
Commeree Commission, a very high 
grade of public service, We should be 
as sure of the proper conduct of inter- 
statd railways and the proper manage- 
mént oF interstate business as we are 
now sure of the conduct and manage- 
ment of the rational banks. The Hep- 
burn att, afd the amendment to that 
act in the shape in Which it finally 
passed Congress at the last session, 
represent a long step in advance; and 
we must go yet further. , 
our people tiat, under the methods 
of making tariffs, which have hitherto 
obtained the special interests are too 
infivential. Probably this is true of 
both the big interests and the little 
interests. » methods have put a 
premium on selfishness, and naturally 
the selfish big interests Wave goétten 
more than the. selfish smell interests. ' 
The duty of Congress is to pigvide a 
method by which the interest™of the 
whole people shall be all that receives 
consiteration. To this end there must 
be an expert tariff commission, wholly 
removed from the possibility of po- 
litical pressure or of improper busi- 
ness influence. Such & commission 
can find out the real difference be- 
tween cost of production, which is 
mainly the difference of laber cost here 
and. ebroad. As fast as its recom- 
mendations are made, I believe in re- 
vising one schi@dude a time. A gen- 
eral revision of the .tariff almost in- 
evitably leads to log-rolling, and the 
subordination of the general public tn- 
terest to local and special interests. 

TO CHANGE CONDITIONS. 

The absence of effective State, and 
especially national restraint upon un- 
fair money-getting has tended to create 
a Small class of @normotisly wealthy 


and economicany pewerfu) men, whose 
chief ohject is to ard increase 


their power. prime taeed is to 
change the conditions which enabie 
these tb accumulate power which 
it is not for the general welfare that 
they should hold or egercisé: We 
grudge no man a fortune Which fep- 
resents his own power 4nd sagacity, 
when exercised with entire regard to 
the welfare of his fellows. But the 
fortune must be honerably obtained 
and well used. It is not eyen encugh 
that ft should have been gained with- 
out doing damage to the community. 
We should permit it to be gained only 
so long as the gaining represents ben- 
efit to the community. This, I know, 
implies a policy of a far more active 
governmental] interference with social 
and homic conditions in this coun- 


we have got to face the fact that such 
an increase in governmental control 
is now necessary. 

No man should receive a dollar un- 
less that dollar has been fairly earned. 
Every dollar received should represent 
a dollar's worth of service rendered. 
The really big fortune, the swollen for- 
tune by the mere fact of tts size re- 
quires qualities which differentiate it 
in kind as well as in degree from what 
is possessed by men of relatively small 
means. Therefore I believe in a gradu- 
ated income tax on big fortunes, and 
in another tax which fs far more easily. 
collected and far more effective—a 
graduated inheritance tax on big for- 
tunes, peoperly safeguarded against 
evasion, and increasing frapidiy 
amount with the size of the estate.

UNUSUAL PROCEDURE IN CASE 
FOR SEPARATION. 


Inyo County Judge Establishes 
Precedent in Local Court and Ex- 
cludes Public from Hearing. 
Troubles of Piersons Have Cropped 
Up Before in This County. : 


Judge Dehy of the Inyo county Su- 
perior Court set a precedent in the 
conduct of divorce cases in Los Ange- 
les yesterday by excluding the public 
from Department Four during the 
hearing of the action brought by Car- 
rie Pierson against Charies D. Pier- 
som, on the ground of extreme cruelty. 
Tt is the first time in years that 
such an order has been made by any 
local judge, and directly opposed to 
the policy that has been approved and 
followed by the other judges in eharge 
of the divorce calendar, particulariy 
Judges James, Monroe, Houser, Her- 
vey, Hutton and Botdwell, all of whom 
have refused to carry out the often- 
expressed with of attorneys in the 
Cases, asking that the public be ex- 
cluded. 

Orders have been made that chil- 
dren and witnesses be not allowed to 
be present, in the first instance, when 
the testimony has closely bordered on 
the indecent, but not within recent 
memory have the doors been barred to 
the genera! public.

VOTE FoR REPUBLICAN LEGISLA- 
TIVE NOMINEES. 

At the present writing it appears that neither 
Mr. Spalding nor Judge Works is sure of baving 
received an “advisory” indorsement for the United 
States Senate sufficient to elect either. Pluralities 
do not count in the Legislature, where a majority 
of the entire body is required to elect. If the Dem- 
ccrats should have a majority at the general elec- 
tion—-which is not likely to happen if Republicans 
sink their differences—so far as the legislative can- 
didates are concerned—California would labor in 
the Senate under the grave disadvantage of having 


} One and possibly two Senators opposed to that pro- 


tection which her citrus growers.and her great and 
growing manufacturing interests need and demand. 

Under the circumstances it would appear to be 
the duty of Republicans, ,whatever they may do or 
leave undone with respect to other offices, to vote 
solidly for the Republican nominees for the Senate 
and the Assembly, whether such nominees are regu- 
lar or insurgent Republicans. Under the terms of 
the direct primary law a legislative candidate who 
was “advised” by a plurality of the voters of his 
district to vote for either Spalding or for Works, 
is at liberty to do so, or if ‘the gentleman named 
by his constituents has recéived jess than a ma- 
jority of .the advisory vote in the other districts, 
then he is at liberty, at his option, to cast his vote 
for the person receiving the largest advisory vote 
in the other districts. But if, in his opinion, the 
interests and wishes of his constituents would be 
better consulted by adhering to the candidate 
named by them, he may do so, although by doing so 
the election of a Senator may—as has been the case 
heretofore in the history of California and other 
States—hbe prevented altogether. 

Tite “advice” given to a legislator to vote for a 
particular candidate for Senator resembles the spe-. 
cial findings of a jury in an equity case, Those 
findings are made in legal parlance, “to instruct the 
conscience of the chancellor,” and he has the right 
and power to disregard them and order a judgment 
in accordance with his own convictions of right. 

If those Republicans who are “advised” for 
Spalding will not vote for Works, and those Re- 
publicans who are “advised” for Works will not 
vote for Spalding, it would then be the privilege if 
not the duty of the legislators to eliminate both of 
these gentlemen from the running and either pre- 
vent the election of a Senator altogether or else 
step out of the muddle and agree upon somebody 
for Senator, who, having some modest misgivings as 
to his ability to fill the — 
funds with which to pay fof circulating petitions, 
had not been a candidate at all. 

Wherefore, brethren, let us all vote for the Re- 
publican legislative candidates nominated at the 
primary, even if they are branded as L.-R. chat- 
tels of Stimson and Lissner, and take the chances of 
their ultimate action being patriotic and wise, for 
ony Republican Senator, or any vacancy, will be 
better for us than a Democrat.

_ The Times a few mornings ago presented its 
readers with nearly a page of print showing the 
allotment of teachers to every common school in the 
whole city. It was a formidable array of the hands 
that bend the twigs and incline the trees of the 
future to stand in a perpendicular position. 
Probably not one person who reads The Times 
scanned this whole list of teachers, and yet probably 
no department ofthe paper that morning was more 
generally looked to than the page telling what 
teachers were to preside over ‘the different schools 
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of the city. Paragraph by paragraph the parent or 
guardian or boy or girl looked to see what teachers 
were assigned to the school in that particular neigh- 
borhood. So the whole article, column after column, 
was read by very many of those interested in the 
schools. : 

There are three reformatory influences. in the 
world, The first and oldest and best is the family. 
Any people without wholesome, intelligent, sound 
and honestly moral homes will never have honest 
politicians, will never have good government, In a 
community that hasisuch homes, it makes little dif- 
ference who makes the laws or what the laws are; 
the government wil! be good. | ' 

The second and next oldest reformatory influence 
is relizion. We care little for creeds or for de- 
nominational ‘terminologists, but an ounce of re- 
ligion will go farther in making and keeping peop! 
right and giving the world good government tha 
all the politicians who ever scrambled for an office 
and all the political devices that ‘ever were framed 
to fit as cogs into some politician’s machine. With 
the family and the church dovetailed together, or 
with their wheels fitting well into one another and 
running smoothly, you may let a blind man write 
your laws and a child administer them. It will 
make no difference. Your people will be good, your 
community honest and presperous and your govern- 
ment all it ought to be. : : 

The third reformatory influence, and scarcely less 
important than either of the others, although 
younger in time, is the schools. Our government is 
n reflection of what our people are. It reflects the 
high-mindedness or low-mindedness, the intelligence 
or ignorance, kcenness or dullness, honesty or dis- 
honesty, righteousness or wrongfulness, crookedness 
or straightforwardness, of the people who make it. 
Every man in America is a sovereign, and has as 
much to do directly or indirectly, negatively or posi- 
tively, as any of his neighbors or any other fellow- 
citizen in any part of the country. 

A government resting go absolutely on the popu- 
lar will can never be properly administered with- 
out the highest kind of intelligence. When you go 
to the root of all the matter, the legislative branch 
of the government, the executive branch and the 
judicial branch are always a reflection of popular 
opinion. In San Franciseo the courts not simply 
wink at, they openly approve of, labor-unior bru- 
tality, ineendiarism, brutal assaults and murder, be- 
cause that is according to the pronounced, expressed 
public opinion of San Francisco, There are people 
in San Francisco who look at things in a different 

wav, but however they look at them, they do not 
‘pronounce $hemselyes with sufficient emphasis to 
produce an impression. The other class does pro- 
nounce itself and dees produce its impression, and 
that impression is made upon courts as well as 
law-giving bodies. In Los Angeles right-minded 
citizens are intelligent enough to sce things as they 
ought to be and courageous enough to givéexpres- 
sion to their will and desire, and here city councils, 
peace officers and courts all reflect the public will. 
It is just the same way in the nation that it is in 
the city. 

The generation of men that are controlling things 
in America from one end of it to the other today 
are the product of the homes, the churches and 
schools of the other day. Those who will follow us 
when we all sleen in the dust, and fill municipal, 
State and rational offices, will be the product of the 
homes, the churches and the schools of today, 

Every one of those hundreds of teachers who pre- 
side over schools or classes all through the city of 
Los Angeles for the next ten months will, besides 
making the bankers and merchants of future years, 
be making the law-givers and administrators of the 
law just the same. While they are teaching arith- 
metic and the use of language, to cast up accounts 


and reckon interest, they will also be enlightening 
the minds of the pupils to see into facts, to analyze 
conditions, to judge, properly or improperly, of the 
tendencies, influences and effects of eyerything 
they do.

RicHT PLACE FOR STAR-GAZERS. 
uthern California people who happen 
outdoors Tuesday or rather 
morning, from midnight until sunrise, must have 
been deeply impressed with the beauty of the side- 
real heavens. There was not a speck to obscure the 
atmosphere, and the stars shone with all the bril- 
iancy # an intensely cold winter night in our old 
homes in the Northern States. Im a frosty sky the 
_ stars, while exceedingly bright, appear in a dimin- 
ished diameter to the human eye. The stars in the 
California sky on Wednesday morning loomed as 
‘bright as could be and they seemed to be almost / 

double in their diameter. 

Southern California is always kindly hospitable 
to her guests. The skies seemed to recognize the 
fact that they were bound to get up proper enter- 
tainment for the astronomers who are here obsery- 
ing the movements of the heavenly bodies from the 
big observatory on Mt. Wilson. Then men on the 
watch tower at the particular hours referred 
to must have been charmed at the view presented to 
the naked eye, and no doubt the reflectors in the 
big telescopes did their full duty. : 

They were far-seeing who erected this observa- 
tory on Mt. Wilson. There are few places in the 
world better suited for the study of the sidereal 
heavens than is this peak. It rises to an altitude 
that usually surmounts the fogs in the valley below. 
It is easy of access, is in a delightful climate, with 
a clear atmosphere, and furnishes a clean sweep of 
the heavens around the whole 360 degrees of the 
circle, 

The earliest astronomers who took up the study 
ef the stars were dwellers upon.an immense plain, 
with mountains so far removed as to present no ob- 
struction to the view. Ii was mere accident that 
the study of the heavens was there taken up. The 
Persian shepherds on the plains of Mesopotamia 
“watching their flocks by night” could scarcely 
keep their eyes from the wonderful worlds above 
their heads. As the planets moved from point to 
| point this was observed, the wanderers among the 
great hosts of fixed stars were noted, and so began 
the study of astronomy. | 

These Persian shepherds had but their natural 
eyes. Modern science has the immense magnifying 
telescope that brings the moon within arm’s length 
of us and makes the fixed stars appear like blazing 
suns. We have learned to triumph over the diffi- 
culties of the mountains by climbing to the tops of 
them.

No One in Office Dares Oppose His 
Will, and He Is Charged With Be- | 
ing Mercenary and Avaricious.

“The best informed people in China 
consider that jt is only a matter of time 
before the unfortunate Prince Regent 
will be assassinated.” So said Dr. Al- 
fred Tingle recently in the Baltimope 
American. 

Dr. Tingle speaks with considerable 


most of the time in the service of the 
Chinese government, and always jin 
close contact with all classes of the 
people, his friendship ranging from 
peasants to viceroys. 

“T cannot say that the recent news 
of risings and renewed attempts on the 
life of the Prince Regent is un t- 
ed,” he added. “? was at Peking this 
spring when some cantonese revolu- 
tionaries nearly succeeded in blowing 
up the Regent. A mine had been clev- 
erly laid, and was discovered by acci- 
dent only two hours before it would 
have been exploded. Every effort was 
made by the officilais to hush up the 
occurrence and I believe no details cf 
the attempt were sent to this country. 
YOUNG REGENT IS OBSTINATE. 

“The Regent is represented by his 
friends as @ well-meaning and progres- 
sive yous, lacking mostly in experi- 
ence. Unfortunately, it seems to be too 
true that he is self-satisfied and obstt- 
nate to the verge of pig-headedness. 
There are not two men on the Grand! 
Council who dare Oppose their opinion 
to his, At the opening of his reign one 
of his ee amen ventured to do 
eo and immediately dismissed 
from office with ignominy. 1 cannot 
give the Regent's age, off-hand, but It 
is less than 80; and yet, already, he is 
charged, in common Teport, with avar- 
ice and secret corruption. This is the 
talk of the Chinese man in the street; 
but it also finds belief in high diplo- 
matic circles.

*“T am intimately acquainted with 
Tianfu, where rioting is reported. There 
are many American missionaries there, 
as well as other foreigners. The crops 
there have been bad for several suc- 
cessive years, and I know that for 
months past the people have been on 
the verge of an outbreak. I have some 
personal influence in many of the vil- 
lages. At the end of May, when I left 
China, people were coming to me from 
that district with wild rumors that had 
been set afloat, wishing to know 
whether the tales were true or not. 
A wise official could easily have con- 
trolled the whole trouble, but wise of- 
ficials are hard to find in China today. 
“As for the Chinese’army, I fear it is 
a broken reed to lean on for the per- 
manent preservation of order. It is 
supposed to have been reformed; but 
its present state is worse, in many 
ways, than that of ten years ago. The 
men look smarter on parade; but they 
cannot shoot; they are ‘squeezed’ worse 
than ever before by their officers, and 
eererenenee societies flourish in the 
ranks, 

“The use of fum, and more re- 
cently of m e injections, is as 
common among modernized Chihese 
soldiers as it was among those of ten 
years ago. 

' CHINESE NOT APPRECIATED. 

“I find that few people in America 
have any proper appreciation of the 
Chinese. Chinese honesty is under- 
stood here, sometimes even overrated; 
but their hospitality, good nature, love 
of a joke and their strong family affec- 
tion are quite overlooked. I sup 
no one can appreciate these and thei> 
other qualities until he has lived in 
close daily contact with them. Tho 
genuine friendship of a Chinese may 
be hard to get; but, once got, it is 
enduring. I know no people who will 
do as much for a friend as the Chi+ 
nege, and few who will be as hospitable 
to a stranger, especially if he is in some 
trouble. I say this from no small per- 
sonal experience, 

REFCRMS BRING CORRUPTION. 

“What will come ultimately no one 
would venture to gay. So far, all the 
so-called reforms effected in China 
have had only one result—more money 
has been wrung from a long-suffering 
people to fill the pockets of corrupt offi- 
cials, who seem to grow steadily worse. 
Every reform scheme so far has been 
used by one set or another of these 
parasites as a means of getting more 
money for themselves. 

yOt course, there are honest officials. 
I number many such among my 
friends; but they are a small minority, 
and are generally found in the lower 
ranks; for honesty seldom spells 
promotion in the Mandarnate. 

“] am afraid the students returning 
to China from this and other coun- 
tries will have small influence for 
good for many years to come. The
